What is swine f iu? 

Swine flu is a highly 
contagious acute 
respiratory disease 
normally found 
in pigs. It spreads 
through tiny particles 
in the air or by direct 
contact. According 
to the World Health 
Organization it 
tends to infect large 
numbers of a given 
pig population, 
killing between 1 and 
4 percent of those 
affected. 

How do humans 
contract the virus? 

People usually 
become infected 
through contact with 
pigs, though some 
cases of limited 
human-to-human 
transmission have 
been reported. 

What are the 
symptoms? 

Reported swine flu 
symptoms include 
runny nose, sore 
throat, nausea, 
vomiting and diarrhea. 

Is it safe to eat pork 
products? 

The WHO says 
properly handled 
and prepared pork 
products are safe to 
eat. The swine flu 
virus dies when 
cooked to 160 F. 

Is there a vaccine? 

Pigs in North 
America are routinely 
vaccinated for swine 
flu, but no vaccine 
exists for humans. 
Officials say there is 
no suggestion that 
the shot prepared 
for seasonal flu 
will protect against 
swine flu. The virus 
appears to respond to 
treatment with Tamiflu 
and Relenza. In terms 
of prevention, hand- 
washing and staying 
a safe distance from 
those infected may

Spread of strain in Mexico 
prompts action in U.S.

Health officials in New 'York said Sunday that 
the swine flu virus that sickened students at a 
high school is the same strain as the one found 
in Mexico, broadening a global health crisis and 
prompting the U.S. government to declare a public 
health emergency 

The precautionary step— similar to the 
approach the government takes to prepare for 
approaching hurricanes— doesn’t signal a greater 
threat to Americans. But it allows the federal and 
state governments easier access to flu tests and 
medications. 

Officials reported about 20 U.S. cases of swine 
flu in five states so far, with the latest in Ohio and 
NewYtbrk. 

In Mexico City, churches stood empty Sunday 
after services were canceled, and health workers 
screened airports and bus stations for sickened

people. Mexican President Felipe Calderon has 
assumed new powers to isolate people infected 
with the deadly strain that health officials say has 
killed up to 86 people and likely sickened about 
1,400 in the country since April 13. 

Six million masks have been handed out by sol- 
diers, Calderon said. 

So far, cases in America have been mild— and 
U.S. health authorities can’t yet explain why 
‘As we continue to look for cases, we are going 
to see a broader spectrum of disease,” predicted 
Dr. Richard Besser, acting chief of the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. “'We’re going to 
see more severe disease in this country” 

At a 'White House news conference, Besser and 
Homeland Security Secretary Janet Napolitano 


sought to assure Americans that health officials 
are taking steps to minimize the outbreak. 

Top among those is declaring the public health 
emergency As part of that, Napolitano said roughly 
12 million doses of the drug Tamiflu will be moved 
from a federal stockpile to places where states can 
quickly get their share if they decide they need it. 
Priority will be given to the five states with known 
cases so far: California, Texas, NewYthrk, Ohio and 
Kansas. 

In New Y[brk, tests confirmed that eight students 
at a private Catholic high school had contracted 
swine flu. Some of the school’s students had visited 
Cancun on a spring break trip two weeks ago. 

About 100 students at St. Francis Preparatory 
School complained of flu-like symptoms; further 
tests will determine how many of those cases are 
swine flu. 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg stressed that the 
New York cases were mild and many are recover- 
ing, but said that some family members of students 
also had flu symptoms, “suggesting it is spreading 
person to person.”

First impressions 
count on Twitter 


The direct message, or DM, is the 
Twitter equivalent of the first meeting— 
the handshake, if you will. 

But what you might not realize is that 
a first impression, whether face-to-face 
or via computer or phone, is still a first 
impression. So youVe gotta make it 
count. 

There's a disturbing trend building on 
Twitter, Quantity of followers is receiv- 
ing more weight than quality of tweets. 

So more tweeters are using automated 
services that send the same tweet to 
everyone. And some of what's being said 
is cheesy, laughable, and, in some cases, 
embarrassing. 

My advice to you: Never send an auto- 
mated DM, It's the equivalent of a dear 
sir/dear madam letter, and you knowhow 
much you hate those, 

I try to send as many personal DMs as time allows. The point 
of Twitter is not to build your follower count, it's to interact and 
cement relationships— whether business or personal. 

My top hint for sending the perfect DM is simple. Read what the 
intended recipient is tweeting about and strike up a conversation. 
When a new follower recently tweeted about her love of cheese and 
asked the Twitterverse whether to have grilled cheese or ravioli for 
lunch, I seized the opportunity and wrote a great DM: 

“Thanks for following RedEye. BTW, eat the grilled cheese 
Ratio of cheese always greater between 2 slices of bread than in 
pasta pocket,” 

Turns out, she chose the ravioli because it was in a can, but that's 
not the point, Here's the point: Whatever you do, don’t send DMs 
like these, but feel free to use my responses, 

I received: Thank you for following me & my biz, I look forward 
to aTmtterful relationship with you! 

I replied: Twitterful? Tweriously? That's Twerrible, 

I received: As promised, my new FREE eBook “Dominating 
Twitter” is NOW ready — Get 17,256 followers in super quick time! 

I replied: Impressive DM from someone with so many followers, 
YOU HAVE 16 FOLLOWERS! 

And my absolute favorite DM of all time: 

I received: Thanks for following Do or do not,,. There is no try 
Let's make success happen, 

I stiU haven't replied, I can't find the words. 

Got any great examples of automated DMs? Tweet me, poke 
me— just tell me. But please make it personal.

GETTING AHEAD OE GRAY? 


Do you think you could spot a fine 
line on your face from space? Are 
you constantly scanning your hair- 
line for hints of gray? 

You may be part of the feverish 
quest for the fountain of youth that 
continues among consumers, espe- 
cially those in their 20s and 30s, 
How obsessed are we with aging? 
Very obsessed, as indicated by 
a proliferation of skin care prod- 
ucts that include anti-aging claims 
(one in four) and the fact they have 
finally edged out skin cleansers to 
be the top facial skin care seller, 
according to recent data from con- 
sumer research company Mint el. 
Consumers spent more than $1,6 
billion on such products in 2008, 
the report revealed, adding that an 
increasing number of them mention 
that they activate sirtuin, a natu- 
rally occurring enzyme in the body 
thought to boost cell longevity 
So-called superfoods in powder, 
pill and juice form captivate con- 
sumer imagination too, a local sci- 
entist told RedEye, 

But do any of these products 
work? Not like you think they might, 
said S, Jay Olshansky, a University 
of Illinois at Chicago scientist who 
long has warned against faux 
fountains of youth, 

“If all this stuff worked, 
we'd all be using it and 
everybody would be 
growing younger,” said 
Olshansky of anti-aging 
’ products ranging from skin 

/W creams to foods and regi- 

Py mens that include calorie- 

^ restricting diets, 

^ Olshansky, who in 

2002 rallied other sci- 
entists to release a 
public health message 
against misleading 
marketing, plans to 
address the topic again 
in “Huckster’s Paradise,” a 
book he is working on now, 
“In Hollywood they’re getting 
younger, but believe me, it’s not the 
food,” said Olshanksy and then, 
with a sigh. “It’s the plastic surgery” 
That’s not to say there aren’t treat- 
ments and foods that can slow some 
of the signs of aging, Olshansky and 
other experts said, RedEye can’t 
offer an elixir of eternal youth, but 
we can share expert opinions on 
what win and won’t work against

Silver foxes like CNN’s Anderson Cooper 
aside, nothing broadcasts aging like a gray- 
ing mane. But twenty- and thirtysome things 
can reverse or even prevent the gray before it 
starts— that is, according to hair care product 
manufacturer Joico, A spokeswoman for the 
Connecticut-based company, whose hair care 
products are sold in salons, says its re:nu Age 
Defy line of products stimulate melanocytes, 
a pigment-producing cell in the scalp. The 
key, according to Research and Development 
Manager Cindy Moser, is an ingredient called 
Japanese Sansho Pepper, 

“What the pepper does is turn the melano- 
cytes back on when they turn off as you age,” 
Moser said, “Eor the best results, {re:nu Age 
Defy] should be used to try and prevent gray. 


which would be what someone in their 20s and 
30s would be trying to do. Someone with 75 
percent plus gray hair, the product won’t work 
quite as well,” 

The line— which includes serums, shampoos 
and conditioners— has not been evaluated by 
the FDA, according to Moser, but she said the 
company has received positive feedback since 
its introduction to the US, last spring. 

What does work: Nothing, when it comes to 
stopping or reversing gray hair— short of cos- 
metically changing the condition with hair 
dyes, said Dr, Mary Massa of Rush University 
Medical Center, “I am not aware of anything 
that can stop us from graying,” Massa said, “If 
I knew about it, I would do it,” 


WRINKLE BUSTERS? 



Call it a Baby Boomerang 
effect: Researchers say 
the Baby Boomer gener- 
ation’s aversion to aging 
has trickled down to 
their children and grand- 
children. 

That is translating 
into a revenue boost for 
manufacturers, particu- 
larly among products 
that tout the chemistry 
behind the creams, 

“This is not your 
mother’s cold cream,” 
said Mintel spokeswoman Kat Fay, adding that 
many drugstores now offer slightly more high- 
end products, such as Oil of Olay’s Regenerist 
line, that consumers aren’t afraid to purchase, 
even in a down economy 

For those willing to dig even deeper into

their wallets to fight wrinkles, several high-end 
products claim to stimulate sirtuins, according 
to Mintel data, Sirtuins, a naturally occurring 
class of enzymes in the body said to stave off 
aging, were uncovered more than a decade 
ago by MIT scientist Leonard Guarente, and 
are now mentioned on the labels of products 
including Natura Bisse’s The Cure and Estee 
Lauder’s Time Zone Line, Fay confirmed. 

But buyer beware of any anti-aging skin care 
claims, UIC’s Olshansky said. Sir tuin-r elated 
research is promising, but hailing it as a wrin- 
kle-blaster is premature, he said, 

“As soon as a handful of scientists come up 
with an intervention shown to influence aging 
in other species, they begin selling it as an inter- 
vention for humans, even though there may not 
be evidence it works,” Olshansky said, citing 
the recent and what he described as “waning” 
fervor over resveratrol, a molecule found in the 
skins of red grapes. 


What does work: Nothing currently on the mar- 
ket erases wrinkles, Olshansky said, but there 
are ways to reduce the appearance of wrinkles, 
particularly fine lines, 

Massa, of Rush, said creams that contain 
tretinoin— the acid form of Vitamin A— can 
be highly effective, and she also recommends 
topical antioxidants, substances proven to com- 
bat some of the skin-damaging effects of the 
environment. 

Glycolic acid, which can be an irritant to the 
skin, also fights wrinkles, as does Botox when 
administered to younger patients, Massa said. 

For those seeking a temporary pick-me-up, 
moisturizer is key— and it doesn’t have to be 
fancy 

“The creams introduce water back into the 
skin, so there is a plumping effect,” Olshansky 
said, 

“But you could get this effect by going to 
Walgreens and buying Nivea,” 


FOOD FOUNTAIN OF YOUTH? 



Pomegranate juice. Blueberry powder. And 
don’t forget beverages and capsules containing 
the allegedly miraculous acai berry These so- 
called superfoods have been identified as anti- 
aging weapons, but can you actually eat or drink 
your way to smoother skin? 


There are certainly foods that are good for 
you, and antioxidant foods, which are rich in 
vitamins including E and C, can help in the 
fight for healthy skin and longevity in general. 

But simply cramming piUs, juices and pow- 
ders with antioxidants into your diet could be 
counterproductive, saidjoanne Slavin, a spokes- 
woman for the Institute of Food Technologists, 
an organization of food scientists headquar- 
tered in Chicago, 

“Everything should be consumed in mod- 
eration,” said Slavin, who also is a professor of 
food science and nutrition at the University of 
Minnesota, “People think if they throw blue- 
berry extract in a soy drink, they’ll live forever. 
Blueberries are great, but that has not been 
proven as true,” 


What does work: You might want to punt the 
powders and extracts. 

Eating whole foods, including blueberries, 
cherries and other fruits and vegetables with 
antioxidants, is one of the keys to getting the 
most out of the experience, Slavin said, “We 
haven’t found many studies where an isolated 
antioxidant has proven very effective in anti- 
aging,” Slavin said, 

Olshansky says that subtracting some things 
from your diet can improve your health, and, 
therefore, your appearance, 

“There’s lots of scientific evidence that eat- 
ing too much fat is bad for you, so that’s an area 
people can address,” Olshansky said, 

“The general rule of thumb is that if it sounds 
too good to be true, it probably is,”

CTA experiments 
with safety shields 
for its bus drivers

Crime targeted at passengers on the CTA 
grabs headlines, but CTA employees some- 
times find themselves targeted too. 

About lo offenses occur each month in 
which bus drivers are the victims, accord- 
ing to CTA union officials. 

As a result, the CTA has been conduct- 
ing an experiment with the union to better 
protect bus drivers from possible attacks. 
One idea that emerged from the transit 
agency’s bus driver assault subcommittee 
was to install clear, shatter-proof safety 
shields that swing into position to cover 
the driver compartment. 

“When the shield is available, I do use 
it,” said Erika Martin, 35, a 12-year CTA 
veteran who drives the No. 70 Division 
Street route. “But the regular passengers 
I have do feel it’s a block between open 
communications. ” 

The shields contain “talk holes,” cre- 
ating the interpersonal connection of a 
transaction at a currency exchange win- 
dow. 

CTA policy dictates that when shields 
are available, bus drivers must use them. 
That hasn’t been taken well by some driv- 
ers. An upcoming rule change will make 
use of the shields optional, said CTA 
spokeswoman Noelle Gaffney 

Carlos Acevedo, assistant business agent 
of maintenance with the Amalgamated 
Transit Union Local 241, estimated up to 
80 percent of drivers don’t like the shields 
or want to see them improved. 

Among the complaints are that the

About 500 of the CTAs approximately 
2,000 buses are equipped with the 
plastic shields made of Lexan, officials 
said. A decision is pending whether to 
outfit all buses with the devices, which 
cost about $800 each to purchase and 
install. So far about $400,000 has been 
spent on the pilot project.

shields interfere with air circulation and 
create glare that interferes with the driv- 
ers using mirrors. The CTAs new boss 
said he is concerned the shields may fos- 
ter a mistaken public impression of crime 
being rampant on the CTA, when in fact it 
occurs at a lower rate than across Chicago 


overall. 

CTA President Richard Rodriguez 
said although the bus driver shields serve 
a function, he thinks they also form an 
unwanted barrier between bus operators 
and their customers. 

“We want customers to feel welcome 
as well as safe when they ride our system,” 
said Rodriguez, who plans to conduct rider 
surveys to get feedback before deciding 
the future of the program. 

Some bus drivers are fans of the safety 
shields for reasons other than security 
During winter the barriers block cold air 
when the front doors open. 

The shields also serve as the equivalent 
of a sneeze guard at a salad bar. 



Everything is 
Terribie is great 
for iaughs

From castoff VHS tapes piled up at Chicago 
thrift shops, record stores and yard sales, the 
purveyors of the Everything is Terrible blog 
mine bits of inadvertent yet sublime comedy 
that have won them hundreds of thousands 
of viewers. 

A group of video-editing friends from 
Ohio University (most of whom now live in 
Chicago) launched the blog 16 months ago as 
a way to share their latest finds — such as an 
exercise video where fathers use their babies 
as barbells or a clip of Kenny Rogers frolick- 
ing with a dog in a pickup truck bed. 

“It was just away for all of us to make each 
other laugh,” said Dimitri Simakis, 27, who 
posts as Ghoul Skool. That changed about 
eight months ago, when his video pairing an 
edited rejuvenation-mask infomercial with 
Joe Cocker’s “You are So Beautiful” was 
picked up on mainstream blogs and viewed 
more than 250,000 times. 

Logan Square resident Nick Moore, 
26, spent more than 6 months on one of 
the group’s next big hits. “Finally Tonight, 
Jesus...”, which has been viewed nearly 
160,000 times, is a six-minute montage of 
TV news stories about people seeing Jesus 
in everything from a spoon to a cat’s fur. 

“I was a film student and I used to watch

Professor on the run 


Kent State riot ieads 
to dozens of arrests 


COLUMBUS, Ohio An end-of-year college block 
party spiraled out of control when police fired 
baton rounds and used pepper spray to break up 
hundreds of rioting students who sparked a string 
of street fires at Kent State University 

Video posted on the Internet shows students 
hurling furniture and street signs into the flames 
on Saturday night as a SWAT team in riot gear 
converged on the crowd. Kent police said the party 
grew violent after one reveler was arrested and stu- 
dents began pelting officers with bottles, bricks and 
rocks. 

“They were burning pretty much everything,” 
said police dispatcher Rosemarie Mosher. At least 


64 students were arrested, and several officers suf- 
fered minor injuries, Mosher said. Students gath- 
ered on front porches at about 8:30 p.m. and began 
spilling into the streets on the unusually warm eve- 
ning. 

When officers ordered the crowd to disperse, 
students built piles of couches and other debris and 
lit them on fire. There were at least four fires blaz- 
ing in the middle of the street, Mosher said. 

Students who lived in nearby houses threw 
objects from windows to feed the flames. Kent 
State spokesman Tom Neumann said the students’ 
behavior is inexcusable and the university is await- 
ing more information from police.

Here are some details on Iowa’s pro- 
cess: 

» Marriage requirements: Two people, 
older than 18, not already legally mar- 
ried, not closely related and legally com- 
petent to enter into a civil contract. 

» License: Applicants must show proof 
of identity, pay $35 fee, and have a wit- 
ness sign the application. There is a 
three-day waiting period before wed- 
ding may be performed, although this 
may be waived by judge. 

» Ceremony: Must be in Iowa, with 
both parties, an officiate (judge or lead- 
er of a religious faith) and two witnesses 
present. 

» If a same-sex couple have been legal- 
ly married elsewhere, their marriage 
is valid in Iowa as of Monday It is not 
yet clear, however, if civil unions from 
another state or registered domes- 
tic partnerships will be recognized in 
Iowa. 

» For a divorce, one party must have 
been a resident of Iowa for at least one 
year.

At the Arie Crown Theater Saturday night, 
Jennifer Hudson got to the point in her 
touring script where she asks her audience 
if there are any fighters in the house. 

It’s supposed to be a lead-in to a sassy 
number beginning with the line “Don’t 
make me hit you with my pocketbook,” 
an assertive ode against sexually aggres- 
sive males that’s made shrewdly benign by 
the singer’s choice of shiny weapon, a prop 
that an uneasy Hudson clutched ambiva- 
lently to her breast. 

But even as Hudson started to recite 
the pre-planned question, she realized its 
absurdity “I don’t need to ask if there are 
any fighters in Chicago,” she said, start- 
ing hesitantly, but soon pounding out the 
words. 

“ ’Cause that’s where I’m from. And I 
know I’m a fighter.” 

And, aside from dedicating “You Pulled 
Me Through” to family members in the 
audience, that is about as close as Hudson 
let herself get to personal revelation. 

Her very presence on this stage— just a 
few minutes away from where her moth- 
er, brother and nephew were murdered 
six months ago— confirmed her courage. 
Chicago comes at the end of the first leg 


of Hudson’s roughly six-week, 19 -city tour, 
undertaken with her supporting buddy, 
Robin Thicke. It is not just Hudson’s first 
tour since that horrific incident. It is her 
first tour. 

And it reveals a young star, blessed 
with an astonishingly rich and powerful 
voice that’s only getting better, navigat- 
ing through a very complicated time and 
place. 

She must have used the phrase “where 
I’m from” (as in “I don’t forget where I’m 
from”) a half-dozen times, but never such 
words as “home” or “belong.” She said 
“I love you” several times, but, tellingly, 
mostly when facing upstage. This was a 
woman coming back, while also needing 
to leave for good. 

Clad in a short skirt, black stirrup pants 
and with her hair swept into helmet-like 
rigidity, the svelte, glamorous Hudson had 
already steeled herself before her ice-cold 
opening number, “One Night Only” from 
“Dreamgirls,” for which she won a best 
supporting actress Oscar. 

A naturally warm and vulnerable per- 
former, Hudson is clearly trying to negoti- 
ate a whole series of new relationships. 

To some extent, this is an L.A. cre- 
ation-lyrics to featured numbers like 


the catchy “Spotlight” suggest a woman 
challenging the possessiveness of her new 
lover. And some of it comes from her still 
being new to the live-performance busi- 
ness. But it mostly suggests a performer 
who doesn’t yet know how accessible to 
the world she wants to be. Now 

Her set was short and its ending abrupt. 
Hudson was on stage for just over 50 min- 
utes, which was shorter than Thicke’s 
thicker set and, frankly too short by at least 
three songs to fully satisfy her fans. If you 
subtracted the guests (including a dynamic 
“Let it Be,” sung a cappella by Hudson’s 
cousins), the headliner sang, flawlessly, for 
little more than half an hour. 

Hudson came out barefoot for her ‘And 
I’m Telling You I’m Not Going” finale, 
which she sang with colossal force and 
determination. Halfway through that 
encore, she lost her mask for a beat, seem- 
ingly surprised by the force of her own 
emotion. 

She looked out at her longtime fans, who 
were seeing the old Hudson’s toes poking 
out. There was a moment of mutual under- 
standing. 

And then this talented former 
Chicagoan was gone, leaving a quick snap- 
shot of a gifted woman trying to heal.

In TV, you don’t want to be on the bubble. What if you fall off the wrong 
side? What if it pops? What if it somehow involves NBC? 

Scary 

Being “on the bubble” means that your show is a candidate to be can- 
celed, but it could also fall into fortune and get renewed at the last second. 

Right now, there’s a ton of shows “on the bubble.” Next month the 
bubble bursts for many of them as the networks participate in the annual 
“up-fronts,” revealing what will stay and go next fall. 

Slam dunk renewals among the freshman class this year will be rare: 

“The Mentalist” on CBS and both “Fringe” and “Lie to Me” on Fox stood 
out in a bleak field. And that’s it. 

Easy decisions on cancellations were more common: Fox killed the 
sitcom “Do Not Disturb” almost immediately (and later announced it was 
finished with “Prison Break” and “King of the Hill” as well). NBC didn’t 
pretend that “Crusoe” would be anything more than a one-season disas- 
ter. CBS canceled “The Ex List.” ABC canceled “Eli Stone,” “Dirty Sexy 
Money,” “Pushing Daisies” and “Life On Mars.” USA canceled “The Starter 
Wife,” FX canceled “Testees” and TNT canceled “Trust Me.” 

But mostly networks keep these decisions guarded heading into May 

After a season of new lows in audience share, few breakout hits and ram- 
pant ratings disappointment, series that are “on the bubble” should be at an 
all-time high.
